Additives and the 
health food mystique

aon»e "health" or "natural" 
foods ia that they contain 
none of the lubota n o ea com- 
moaly called food additivea- 
usually preaervaUvea. color¬ 
ings, artificial flavorings or 


BHT. chemicals that keep oil 
and lata from turning ran- 


healthful foods not if the 
Items in question ate com¬ 
posed mainly of (au. sugar, 
white flour and salt 

Some of the people moat 
conremed about various addi¬ 
tives don't consider two other 
additives they may think of as 
natural. One is refined su^r 
lor other sweeteners like 
honey or com syrup). The 
other is salt Both are chemi¬ 
cals. of course 

The first is rehned from 
sugar beets or sugar cane. It 
represents a new food that 
wasn't available to Western 
people until the 17th century It 
wasn't a big item in U.S. diets 
until this century but now ac¬ 
counts for 24 percent of our 
total calories. Scientists who 
study diseases in world popu¬ 
lations consider sugar an un¬ 
natural additive to man's diet 
that promotes tooth decay, 
obesity and diabetes. 

The other common chemi¬ 
cal. salt, occurs naturally in 
foods in sufficient amounts for 
our needs. Ideally, it should not 
be added in cooking, at the 
table or to processed foods. 

Practically, most of us would 
find it hard to follow these rules 
because we are so accustomed 
to eating a lot of salt—an ac¬ 
quired taste. But high salt in¬ 
take has long been known to 
promote and aggravate high 
blood pressure. 

When all is said and done 
and eaten, however, the most 
widely abused and dangerous 
additive of all in the U.S. may 
be the extra food that is eaten 
after sufficient calories have 
been consumed. 

Obesity is our most com¬ 
mon nutrhional disorder. It is 
associated with high rates of 
diabetes, high blood pressure, 
heart disease, gall bladder dis¬ 
ease and breast and bowel can¬ 
cer. two of our biggest cancer 
killers. 

It pays to be aware of addi¬ 
tives. But let's be sure we're 
subtracting the right ones.

Mold inhibitors derived 
from food itself are used to 
keep breads fresh Without 
theu additives, many foods 
that have a reasonable shelf 
life would s|ml in a day or two 
A chemical is not neces¬ 
sarily bad for you just because 
it isachemical.

A new concept in leaching 
called faculty exchange is 
under experimentation this 
year in the English depart¬ 
ment. 

Robert Cowser, assistani 
professor at UTM, has ex¬ 
changed positions with'Peter 
Cortland, an assistant 
professor al Quinnepiac 
College in Hamden. Con¬ 
necticut. 

"The whole purpose ol 
faculty exchange is to provide 
a fresh experience and a fresh 
enviromenl,’’ said McClusky. 

According to Dr. John 
McClusky, chairman of the 
English department. Cowser 
and Cortland will trade 
posit ions for one year. 

McClusky said that there is 
so little turnover in college 
leaching positions that people 
often feel stuck in one job and 
Ihe teacher exchange 
program offers a chance to 
regenerate. 


Dr. Cowser taught Quin- 
nipeac from 196^1970 before 
he came to UTM. He and his 
family have move^ back to 
Hamden, Conn., where he is 
leaching covenlional English 
courses plus an upper division 
course in Faulkner, which he 
wasunableto teachalUTM. 

Dr. Cortland is teaching 
freshman English this 
quarter, however Winter and 
Spring Quarters he will be 
teaching a sequence of 
Western European Culture, 
the English department hasn't 
been able to offer this class in 
several years. 

“It is difficull to move 
around because of job shor¬ 


tages," said Dr. Cortland, who 
was assistant professor of 
English at Quinnipiac for 12 
years. 

“English is about Ihe same 
across the country and 
students are rather Ihe same; 
this is what makes the tran¬ 
sition easy," said Dr. Cortland 
who revealed that he was in 
fact "glad lo be here. ’’ 

Peter Cortland received his 
B.A al Cornell University, his 
M.S. at Columbia University, 
and his Ph.D. at Syracuse 
University. He said UTM has 
a well stocked library and the 
students have better high 
school preparatiair and are 
beller prepared lo write.
